Six Months Is Average Age For 


Housebrcaking 


"A definite age cannot be set as 


the proper one to start housebreaking 
a dog, but six months is a good aver- 
age. Take the dog out a lot, particu- 
larly after meals. Compliment and 
pat him," 


Teaching a dog to answer a call, 


Tryon ties a string to his collar, stands 
away from the dog and pulls gently 
on the string when he calls him. 


Teaching a dog to sit, he pushes 


him gently into a sitting position 
when he orders him down. 


Tryon believes 
dogs 
understand 


words, that they think and reason. 
But they must be shown 
several 


times before they catch on. 


Most important of all, especially for 


city people, is teaching a dog to 
heel. 


"Walk with your dog on a very 


short lead, keeping him at your heel," 
advises Tryon. "Keep telling 
him 


to heel. When he's in the right posi- 
tion, encourage and compliment him. 
A dog should be made to heel every 
time you cross the street. At the 
far side he should be made to sit 
for a moment. Otherwise he'll start 
anticipating a romp when he reaches 
the far curb, and he'll run before 
he reaches it." 


Breeds Are Adapted Naturally 


to Tricks 


After dogs have learned the basic 


rules of canine etiquette, training de- 
pends on the breed. Tryon doesn't 
consider any breed smarter than an- 
other, but each is adapted naturally 
to special tricks. Bird dogs, for ex- 
ample, easily learn to retrieve, pose 
and sit. They're not adapted to somer- 
saults or walking on their hind legs 
—at which terriers excel. 


How should a recalcitrant pup be 


punished? 


"That," explains Tryon, 
"depends 


on the individual dog. A timid dog 
would be cowed by a slap—on the 
nose or rump. 


"Never hit a dog over the ears or 


eyes. 


"Never hit a dog when you're train- 


ing him. If you do, he'll associate 
your words with the blow and stop 
listening to you. 


"For the same reason, don't feed 


a dog every time he carries out ;i 
command. If you do, he'll be think- 
ing of the food and not listening."

Federal Bureau 
Looks After Fifth 
Column Activity

WASHINGTON—First assignment of 


th'e Federal Bureau ' of Investigation 
under the national defense prpgram 
was the investigation of every com- 
plaint of fifth-column activity and 
the business of searching out possible 
sabotage needles in 12,000 national 
defense plant haystacks.

filled. But FBI Director John Edgar 
Hoover expects to fill it because of 
the' 'FBI Law Enforcement Officers 
Mobilization Plan For National De- 
fense." 


In the quarterly conferences that 


54 FBI agents-in-charge hold with 
thousands of police officials every- 
thing that the FBI knows .about na- 
tional defense protection is handed on 
to police of the cities and the grass 
roots. 


This isn't second-hand knowledge 


either. Recently two FBI agents re- 
turned from several months of inten- 
sive study of police methods in Lon- 
don. 
One 
invaluable 
thing 
they 


brought back was a movie entitled 
"War and Order" which shows police 
at work. 


Everything that British police know 


about sabotage, espionage and 
fifth 


column activity has been made avail- 
able. Out of that has come the pro- 
gram of sectional conferences in which 
nearly 4,300 police agencies are school- 
ed in defense police work. There is 
no better way to describe it than to 
give a sample FBI quarterly confer- 
ence program. 


There are: "Instructions on counter 


espionage"; "Handling sabotage vio- 
lation^'; "How to handle bombs and 
explosives"; "Citizens' cooperation in 
national defense police work"; "Brit- 
ish methods as demonstrated by lan- 
ter nslides and the movie "War am 
Order'." 


Methods of sabotage agents are ex 


plained in detail. Vulnerable points 
hazards, personnel, physical proper- 
ties, confidential documents (war sec- 
rets), fire prevention, guard force 
and identicifation system of defense 
inlustrial plant are given a thorougl 
combing. 


To pick out one example, an FBI 


technical laboratory expert displays 
an innocent appearing pencil. It has 
lead that will write, an eraser thai 
will erase. While he is writing with 
it to demonstrate its apparent harm- 
lessness, the expert explains that in» 
side the pencil is a capsule of incen- 
diary powder flanked by a tinier 
capsule of acid. When this acid eats 
through to the powder—combustion, 
and perhaps a defense plant fire. The 
FBI man explains how this little 
gadget can be carried abroad cargo 
vessels, dropped into coal bunkers or 
planted most anywhere on shipboard. 


This is only one of the countless 


theoretical cases the FBI conferences 
go into.

pike Commission. The Commission's 
gardeners will set out 100,000 trees,

K)0 perennials, 40,0 annuals, 100,000 
bulbs, 
thousands 
of 
reforestation 


trees, twenty tons of grass seed and 
1,000 
tons of fertilizer. The mate-

The materials 
have been raised in state nurseries. 


This unusual planting is being made 


in conformity with the Commission's 
desire to blend the roadway with 
Pennsylvania's scenic beauty in the 
area through which this super-high- 
way runs.
